BELGIANS CHASE GERMANS. 

London, Sept. 11.—(2:10 p.m.)—A

Vicomte Vauyineux, & French 
cavalry officer who rode with the bri- 
gade as Interpreter, was Killed, Cap- 
tain Le Tourey, who was the French 
master of a school in Devon, was rid- 
ing by the side of Vauvineux and had 
a narrow escape as his horse was shot 
from under him, Other officers also 
fell. 

While the bulk of the brigade swer- 
ved to the right the others held on and 
rode on full tilt (o the wire entangle- 
ments buried in tie grass 30 yards 
in front of the machine guns, and were 
made prisoners. Three regiments of 
the best cavalry in the British army 
went into the charge and suffered sev- 
erely. The iSth Hussars and the fourth 
dragoons also suffered but not to the 
same extent as the others, 

“A happy feature of the charge was 
the gallant conduct of Captain Gren- 
fell, who though twice wounded, called 
for voluntecrs and saved the guns, It

Washington, D.C., Sept, 10,—In the 
midst of Kuropean war Great Britain, 
France, Spain and China have agreed 
to sign peace commission treaties with 
the United States. One effect of the 
new conventions will be to prevent the 
United States from being drawn sud- 
denly Into the conflict. 

Germany, Russia and Japan have 
signified their acceptance of the prin- 
‘ciple of these treaties, though nego- 
tiations have not advanced to the point 
of drafilng conventions, Similar agree- 
ments with Turkey and Greec are al- 
most ready for signing.
